Chinese Press. — ; 
Dr. Ma returned to China o few weeks 
ago and went immediately to Canton’ 
where he held conferences with Dr, + San 
Yat Sen and leaders, of the Kuomintang 
Party with which he has been affliated 
“for many years. A few days alter his. 
arrival in Canton; ‘Dr, Ma announced bis 
resignation as Dr, Sun's representative 
“Right? wing of. the Kuomintang 
against the spread of communistic ideas 
in China. . 


In bis address Yesterday which was 


‘t closely. listened to’ hy more than 500; 


students, Dr. Ma prefaced his remarks by 
saying that he was. one of the, first’ to 
advocate the resumption of © diplomatic 
relations between China and Russia, but 
that since returning to China he bad be- 
come aware of the communistic’ pro” 
paganda which the: Sqviet has been and 
is spreading «in this country and as @ re- 
suit he felt it incumbent. upon, himself to: 
warn tne students of ‘the dangers which 
lurk in the new and strange doctrines 
and “isms” of Moscow. = 
“CHARGES USE OF MONEY. 

“Tbe worst phase of Soviet pro- 
pagaada in China,” declared Dr. Ma Soo, 
“ig the’ use of Ruseinn gold. for the 
accomplishment of its purposes.. I have 
positive’ proof of the use of Soviet mohey 
jn the Chinese schools ;both “among the 
students and teachers and probably worse 
to relite, 1 also, have proof of its being 
used to influence the: Chinese Press. I 
know of one newspaper in Central China 
which: turned from,,yellow .to pink and 
from pink to red within a few weeks:and. 
the reason was tnat the ‘editor had been 
brought under the influence of gold ‘sup- 
plied from Moscow.” a 

In the course of his remarks, Dr.’ Ma 
emphasised his friendship for Russia. and 
the Russian people and said that China’s 
long boundary with Russian territory 
made it necessary for China to pursue a 
friendly policy toward ‘Russia, . He ‘then 
explained. that - Moscow has already 
thrown over the doctrines of communism 


inside of Russia’ because the Soviet offi- 
cials found “them unworkable, hut that 


in spite of this they are trying to create 
discord in China by propagating. their. 
“jgms” in this country and using most 
questionable methods in 60 doing.
